She 
had not met the man whom both wanted to 
find. Before morning the woman stated to 
Shevlin that the morning following the mur- 
der Hellman brought two men to her house. 
telling her to remember their faces as she 
might be called upon sometime to prove 
an alibi for them. * She identified the pho- 
tographs of O'Donnell and Morris in the 
rogue’s gallery. 

Two days later Shevlin arrested Hellman, 
but the prisoner would disclose nothing. 

About this time Detectives Freese and 
Badger arrested O'Dennell and connected 
him with Morr's and Shevlin’s star pris- 
oner, Hellman, charging the trio with burg- 
lary and larceny. While the police were 
sure they were on the track of Brant’s 
murderers Judge Murphy of the Court of 
Criminal Correction permitted their hear- 
ing to be hurried and the trio were re- 
leased. ‘Later they were arrested on the 
same charge and sent to St. Louis County. 
Morris and O'Donnell were sentenced to six 
vears in the penitentiary. Hellman escaped,

Dr. Hyatt Says That St. Louisans Will 


FEARED HE'D 
CUME INSANE 


Peter J. Wegman Killed Him- 
self in Lafayette Park. 


TORNADO WROUGHT HIS RUIN. 


WAS ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF 
THE MULLANPHY BOARD. 


After the Big Storm of 1898 Destroyed 
His Property He Took to Drink 
and Finally Lost All De- 
sire to Live. 


Peter J. Wegman, Assistant Secretary of 
the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Board, who 
lived at 2727A Rutger street, committed sul- 
cide, Wednesday night or Thursday morn- 
ing. 

He swallowed carholic acid. His body 
was found eariy Thursday morning in La- 
fayette Park on the mound in the center of 
the park from which rises the flag staff. He 
left a note explaining that life was no lon- 
ger worth living for him. 

The deed was done while Wegman was in 
a slough of despondency, resulting from a 
spree, 

His death was indirectly a result of the 
destructive tornado of May 27, 18%. for the 
drinking habit came upon him while he was 
suffering from melancholia, due to the 
financial ruin that the tornado brought on 
him and his family. He was never able to 
get completely away from the influence of 
alcohol after that storm. 

His superior officers in the Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief Board stated that Weg- 
man’s accounts were perfectly straight and 
spoke of him as an unfortunate who had 
always ‘held their sympathy and good will. 
He was connected with the board 25 years 
and his work always gave satisfact-on. 
« Wegman was 4 years old. He leaves a 
wife and a daughter 10 years old. Latterly 
the drinking habit secured such a firm 
hold on him that he gave up trying to 
loose himseif from it ahMd despaired of fu- 
ture happiness. He seemed to fear that he 
would some day lose his mind. It appears 
that he thought insanity was upon him 
when he determined to end his life, for 
the farewell note reads: 

Wife; I would rather be dead than in an in- 
sane asyluin. My danghter is the one 71 lore. 
Life is pot worth living and to-day ] must end 
it. The Royal’ Areannm Fill provide for you 
fisancialiy. If have some small debts which I 
wish you to pay. Don’? forget Mr. Fishback 
and Mr. Weinert. Yours no more,

The Mr. Fishback referred to is George 
W. Fishback, secretary of the Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief Fund, from whom Weg- 
man borrowed $2 recently. The other cred- 
itor mentioned is a tradesman in the neigh- 
borhood of the Wegman home. 

Wegman’s ody was discovered shortly 
before 65 o'clock Thursday morning by 
Walter Fvans of 415 South Leffingwell ave- 
nue. The body lay on the gravel road- 
way. An empty bottle, labeled ‘“‘carholic 
acid,’’ and a tin cup lay near the corpse. 
Both smelled strongly of the poison. 

Evans notified the police and Wegman's 
remains were conveyed to the morgue, and 
notice was sent to the family. 

Wegman was last seen at the office of 
the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund, 307 
Locust street. on Monday, when it is said 
he was intoxicated and unfit for the duties 
of his position. He was last.seen at home 
Wednesday morning when he departed, pre- 
sumably to go to work. He was despon- 
dent. 

Wegman was fairly prosperous until the 
tornado reduced his home to ruins. He 
lost courage steadily from that time, and 
never recovered his old ambition.

The three men were then given seats and 
they fell to d'scussing the crime 
themselves and with the officers.

They were very nervous and admitted free- 
ly that they were “up against it.” They 
were so badly rattled they did not even 
try to lay the blame on each other. 

After they had talked the matter over 
and got accustomed to the situation Chief 
Desmond told Morris, the only one who had 
ehown a disposition to conceal anything, 
that he wanted a written cnfession from 
him. Morris consented and the statement 
given above was obtained from him. 

The whole transaction was concluded tn 
an hour. The chief and Shevlin returned 
to St. Louis with Conners on the 2:46 train 
this afternoon.

GEN. WENCESLAS DE FIGUEREO 
BECOMES PRESIDENT. 


The Late Ruler Fad an Interesting 
Career, Beginning Life as a Pri- 
vate Soldier in the Repub- 
lic’s Little Army. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Martin- 
ique, July 27.—Gen. Ulyses Heureaux, Pres- 
ident of the Dominican Republic, was as- 
6assinated at Moca, Santo Domingo, yes- 


terday evening. 

The name of the murderer is Ramon 
LCaceros, who escaped. 

Vive-President eGn. Wenceslao de Fi- 
guereo immediately upon thé announcement 
of the President's death, assumed the di- 
rection of affairs. At present calmness pre- 
Vails in the Reoaublic. 

The remains of President Huereaux have 
been taken to Santo Domingo for ‘the fun- 
eral services. 

The details of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Heureaux received here are that he 
was killed as he was about to leave on 
horseback for Santiago de Las Caballeros. 
The assassin, Ramon Caceros, surrounded 
by several accomplices, aproached the 
President as he was talking with some 
friends and fired twice with a revolver. 
The first bullet struck the President In the 
left side and penetrated the heart, causing 
instant death. The second bullet killed an 
old man who was standing near the Presi- 
dent. 

The assassin and his accomplices then 
fled to avoid the shots fired at them by 
the President’s friends. 

It is not known whether any of them 
was wounded. The body of the President 
was taken to the palace of the Governor of 
Moca. 

Juan Isidore Jiminez, who took part in 
the attempted insurrection of June, 1898, Is 
@ candidate for the presidency. | 

It is reported that Gen. Maximo Gomez, 
formerly President of the Cuban insurrec- 
tionists, who is a native of Santo Domingo, 
also aspires to the presidency.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The State De- 
partment has received confirmation of the 
death of President of San Domingo in the 
shape of the following dispatch from the 
United States Consul at Puerto Plate: 

“President Heureaux assassinated.” 

Consul Reed, at Santo Domingo, also con- 
firmed the repert, but neither gave any 
details. 

Official confirmation of President Heur- 
eaux’s death was communicated to the 
President at Lake Champlain by the State 
Department and the following cable mes- 
sage was sent by his direction: 

“Lake Champlain, via Washington, July 
27.—His Excellency Wenceslas de Figuereo, 
Santa Domingo. 

“In the name of the American people 
and my own I offer to Your Excellency 
and the Dominican nation most sincere 
President Heureaux. 

WILLIAM M’'KINLEY.” 

Wineeslas is the officer next in line to 
President Heureaux and succeeds to the 
office of president.

Heureaux was a native of San Domingo, 
which he has ruled as Dictator for the past 
2) years. While nominally President of the 
Republic his rule was as autocratic as that 
of the Czar of Russia. Heureaux has had a 
unique career. He rose to the supreme of- 
fice in his native land from the ranks of 
the little army, has passed through two 
— ef exile. At 16 he was a private sol- 
dier. 

Before he was 21 he was commandant of 
the district of Porto Plata, and in the long 
war with Spain he served continuously and 
with distinction from 1868 to 1874. 

After that he -mixed politics with sol- 
diering, and in 1876 was exiled for two years. 
In 1878 the returned and was given a com- 
mand to quell a Spanish uprising. 

His most active opponent when he first 
gan for the Presidency in 1886 was Gen. 
Casimiro N. de Moya, who, upon being de- 
feated, started a rebellion. Gen. Heureaux 
took the fleld and killed Moya and 1100 of 
his followers. Heureaux maintained his as- 
cendency with an iron hand, Whenever 
trouble broke out in any part of the re- 
public he mounted his horse and rode pell- 
mel] to the scene of the disturbance. 

In ‘this numerous fights Heureaux was 
wounded many times. One arm was para- 
lyzed as the result of being struck with a 
rifie ball in battle. 

Henureaux was of medium height and 
courtly manner. He spoke English fluently, 
but would never come to this country, be- 
cause he said here he ‘‘would not be the 
President of Santo Domingo, but merely a 
nigger.’’ 

Many attempts have heen made to assas- 
@inate Heureaux, but they failed and in 
most cases the assassins were put to death. 
die owed much of his power to the San 
Domingo Improvement Company, an Amer- 
fean syndicate, of which Smith M. Weed is 
the head. He looked out for its interests 
and in return the company, which collects 
all the customs and controls the finances of 
the republic, saw that he lacked for noth- 
ing. This syndicate virtually owns the little 
republic.

Special Officer Burke wounded a negro 
named Andrew Woodling so seriously tnat 
it is thought death will result. 

George Klein of 1024 North Fourteenth 
Street was sitting on his porch Wednesday 
afternoon about 3 o’eiock when his at- 
tention was attracted by suspicious noises 
On the floor below. Procuring a revolver 
he investigated. As he started down the 
Steps a negro ran out of the house and 
through the back yard, then darted down 
the alley. Klein made a flying leap from 
the porch to the roof of a shed and fired 
two shots at the rapidly disappearing man. 

Officer Burke heard the shots, and with 
Klein searched the neighborhood together 
for the burglar. They had about concluded 
to give it up when Burke saw the man, 
whom Klein recognized as the burglar, hid- 
ing In a gangway. Drawing his pistoi, 
Burke ordered the negro to come out and 
ibe searched. While Burke performed this 
operation he heid his pistol close to the 
negro’s breast. Suddenly the negro grasped 
the pistol hand of the officer with both of 
his. Then ensued a flerce struggle for pos- 
session of the weapon. The negro held on 
like grim death and Burke, feeling he could 
not retain it longer, pulled the trigger. 

Apparently the shot had no effect other 
than to make the negro fight the harde: 
At last, with a desperate jerk, he got the 
revolver away from the officer and, step- 
ping back a few feet, emptied it point 
blank at Burke. The policeman gave him- 
self up for lost, but he wasn’t touched. 
After emptying the revolver the negro fled 
and was lost In a row of tenement houses 
on Waeh street. 

About 8 o'ciovk in the evening. the police 
were notified that a wounded negro was at 
1325 Morgan street. Upen investigation it 
was found that the injured man was An- 
drew Woodling, who, the police say, is a 
three-times convict. He was suffering from 
a bullet wound in the abdomen and was 
sent to the City Hospital.

The letters from influential citizens which are published daily in the Post-Dis- 
patch are influencing many persons who have not been active in the movement for 
the World’s Fair. I confidently believe that before the summer is over, all our 
leading citizens and financial institutions will be enrolled among the subscribers 
to the stock. 

We cannot afford to say no when the représentatives of a vast empire ask 
us to prepare a place to celebrate a most important event in American history. 

I am somewhat reluctant to comply with your request to give reasons why 
owners of real estate should unite in support of the enterprise, for there are some 
things from an agent’s standpoint which should not be mentioned in public. 

The action of the real estate agents in subscribing within three days for 
one hundred.and fifty thousand dollars of the stock shows very.clearly what the 

1en think who are in close touch with the real estate*interests of our city. 

The absence of any speculative demand at the present time is an indication 
that we are drifting the wrong way. An immediate change in this respect will 
benefit the whole community. In the three years of preparation for the Fair we 
will remedy some of the things which are now exercising an injurious influence 
upon our commercial and real estate interests. 

The inability of persons to dispose of real estate when it is imperatively nec- 
essary is in my judgment a most forcible argument why directors of financial in- 
stitutions and persons who hold real estate loans should support the Fair. 

When a backward movement starts it is diffitult to check. We have the op- 


portunity and good citizenship as well as sound business sense should prompt us to 


action. 
Every advertisement of a vacant store or dwelling, and every store and tene- 


ment rented or leased at a rental that is wholly inadequate to pay a fair interest 
upon the cost of the property, are forcible arguments why owners should rally to 


the support of the World's Fair. : 

Every failure of an agent to sell under the auctioneers hammer is an argu- 
ment why we should undertake the work which has been delegated to us by a 
people who are largely tributary fo us. 

Chicago undertook the Columbian Exposition at a period of great activity in 
real estate. There was no occasion for any stimulating influence, as under a good

MONTREAL CYCLING MEET. 


League of American Wheelmen Will 
Not Be Tgunored There. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—Officials of the 
League of American Wheelmen in this city 
maintain that no significance in 
the report that the league will ‘be ignored at 
the world’s championship meet at Montreal 
next month, and entries from National Cy- 
cling Association members be received. 

A member of ihe racing board said that 
he could not see how the French Associa- 
tion could influence the International Cy- 
clists’ Association by requesting them to 
accept entries from the National Cycling 
Association riders. 

Should the request be granted there wil] 
he a clash between fhe League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen and the foreign associa- 
tions. It would be ridiculous to call the 
Canadian event a world’s championship 
meet without the appearance of such riders 
as “‘Eddie’’ Bald, Ear! Kiser, Howard B. 
freeman, McFarland, Kimble and Cooper, 
who are controlled by the National Cycling 
Association. : 

These riders, according to records, 
faster than any foreign riders. In the ama- 
teur ranks the National Cycling Associa- 
tion also controls the fastest riders in the 
country. 

The feature of the League of American 
Wheelmen, so -far as its control of racing 
is concerned, rests with the decision of the 
Internationa Association in the request of 
the French Association to have the Can- 
adian wheelmen accept National Cycling 
Association entries. A decision against the 
deague will practically settle the racing

TAE ST. LOUIS BASEBALL ASSOCI- 
ATION FORMED LAST NIGHT. 


IT WILL REBUILD OLD BROWNS. 


A Corporation Formed for the Purposs 
of Putting a Club in the New 
American Association. 


The St. Louls Browns, the team that made 
this city famous in the baseball world, 
came back to life Wednesday night. 

- The St. Louis Baseball Association was 
formed then. : 

Its mission is to equip Athletic Park for 
baseball purposes and to place a profes- 
sional team in the new American Associa- 
tion, 

This new team, by general consent of the 
men who formed the St. Louis Baseball 
Association, is to be known as the St. 
Louis Browns. 


The meeting at which these plans were 
agreed on Wednesday night was held at 
Athletic Park. 

There were present at that meeting Geo. 
Schaefer, Wednesday's purchaser of Ath- 
letic Park; George Heckel, Charles P. Hig- 
gins, Chris Von der Ahe and several other 
well Known gentlemen, among them a lead- 
ing brewer and a prominent banker of 
North St. Louis. 


The sale of Athletic Park took place from 
the front door of the ‘Courthouse on 
Wednesday at noon. 

It was bought in by George Schaefer for 
$105. To secure possession, however, Mr. 
Schaefer had to pay off the claim of the 
Henry Gauss & Sons Lumber Co., of $2000, 
and mechanics’ Hens held against the place 
which aggregated $11,300. Urcher claims of 
rent and insurance ‘were als&® paid, the 
Plant costing Mr. Schaefer a little over 
$15,000. 
On Wednesday night he turned the prop- 
erty free of all incumbrance over to the St. 
Louis Baseball Association, the corpora- 
tion which is to operate the new baseball 
club. 

With the property he also transferred 
the lease of the premises. 

The lease is for a period of eight years. 
The first year calls for a rental of $1200, 
the second and third year for a rental of 
$1500 per annum, and the last five years at 
$1800 a year. 


‘“T think now that we have expended $16,- 
000, said Mr. Schaefer, ‘“‘that peopie will 
admit we mean business, and that the 
matter of organizing a new ciub here an 
placing it in the new American Association 
is not such a myth as some people wouid 
lead the public to beiieve. 

“It has been said that we have been too 
bold in our operations, and that we should 
have covered up all our transactions so 
that the powerful National League folks 
could not come in and undermine us. 
‘As a’matter of fact, this is a move- 
ment that demands no secrecy. 

“The field and conditions are here, and 
they will work out their own salvation, de- 
spite any opposition that may develop. 

“There are elements now in the Na- 
tional League that can never live together 
again in harmony. 

“One of these elements 
under the strain that has 
posed on it and will cut 
League just as soon as 
will permit, 

“You can readily imagine that that op- 
portunity is near at hand.”’

“What about vour meeting Wednesday 
night’”’ Mr. Schaefer was asked, 

“It was merely a formal affair, made for 
the purpose of transferring the property, 
agreeing on the name of the corporation 
and outlining plans for the completion of 
the main organization. 

“The gentlemen who attenfed the meet- 
ing by no means ‘represent all of its 
strength. The president of the corporation 
will be one of St. Louis’ most solid and pop- 
wiar business men. ‘The vice-president will 
be a man of wealth, and one who is known 
and loved by the people of St. Louis from 
one end of the city to ithe other. The di- 
rectory ‘will have on it seven representa- 
tive business men of St. Louis, whose con- 
nection with the club alone will bring to it 
all sorts of support. The new enterprise, in 
fact, will be a St. Louis enterprise from 
cellar to garret.”’ ? 

“Where do you expect to get your play- 
ers?" 

“We have already received applications 
for positions from leading players now in 
the National League. 

‘*‘But the player matter will adjust itself, 
for the men who are with us in the ven- 
ture the country over are all practical 
baseball men and will have no trouble at 
all placing first-class teams in the field. 
“Naturally, from now until the day our 
clubs take the field, we look for all sorts 
of talk from the National League folks, 
but what they will say will have about as 
much effect on our practical crowd as so 
much water dropping on a duck’s back.” 


A prominent baseball man who was at 
Wednesday's meeting and who was seen 
at its conclusion said: 

“There is no doubt on earth but what 
these gentlemen know what they are do- 
ing and that they have already perfected 
their main organization. 

“If there was a field for the American 
(Association in opposition to the National 
League in 1882, there certainly is one now. 

“For every patron of the national game 
that lived then there is at a low estimate 

dozen now. 

‘In 1882 there were 16 first-class clubs 
doing business in 14 first-class cities, or two 
leagues of eight clubs each. 

“Tf there was room for 16 fir6t-class cluDds 
then there is certainly room for that many 


ow. 

“T am told by persons who are thoroughly 
acquainted with the inner facts that the 
circuit of the new American Association 
has already been agreed on. 

‘T have it from the highest inner au- 
thority that its chain of cities will include 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington in the East and Buffalo, De- 
troit, Chicago and St. Louis in the West. 

‘T think the veriest tyro will admit that 
the four Western clubs will be a success 
and money makers from the start. 

“Every one of them will play Sunday 
games just as the Western clubs of the old 
American Association used to do. 

St. Louis, with her local and suburban 
population of over a million, will easily 
support her club, for there is always room 
for a professional team here and the sched- 
ule ean be so arranged that there need be 
little clashing. : : 

At Chicago the same conditions prevail 
and the money taken in at the Sunday 
games alone at Chicago and St. Louis will 
easily pay the running expenses of the two 
clubs. 

Detroit and Buffalo have proven profitable 
baseball cities, even with their clubs lo- 
eated in a minor league. Quite naturally, 
therefore, with superior teams and in- 
creased patronage in their sister cities, 
their success, like that of the St. Louts and 
Chicago clubs, car be counted on. 

In the Bast, especially in the cities of 
Washington and Bultimore, there are con- 
ditions, prevailing conditicns, which can- 
not be given to the public now for obvious

The exercises at the cemetery were 
conducted by O'Fallon Lodge. 

Mr. Van Court was 80 years old and came 
to St. Louis nearly 6 years ago on a flat 
boat from the upper waters of the Ohio 
River. For some time after his arrival he 
conducted the historic old Missouri Hotel, 
where, in 182], the constitution of the State 
of Missouri was framed and adopted. In 
1858 he married Miss Amelia Mittreacht of 
Baltimore, who survives him. Three daugh- 
ters also mourn his loss. They are Mrs. 
Mattie Poindexter of Chicago, at whose 
home the died: Mrs. Amelia Reinholdt of 
New York, and Mrs. Carrie Findlay of 1801 
Kennett place. He was twice elected a 
member of the City Council. He once made 
the race for City Treasurer. In 1856 he re- 
moved to O'Fallon, Ill, where he _ pur- 
chased a large farm and erected an ele- 
gant residence. He lived there until] 1883,

In 1865 he opened the Van Court coal mine 
at O’Fallon, which the operated and made 
a fortune out of. 

He was a descendant of the pioneer set- 
tlers in America, his grandfather being Job 
Van Court, who sailed from Holland with 
the Van Stuyvesants and located in New 
Jersey, where the died in 1820. His father, 
Benjamin Van Court, was born in New Jer- 
sey in 1782, and removed with his familly 
to Prophetstown, Whiteside County, Ill. He 
died in St. Louis Jan. 5, 1850, and his wife 
followed him to the grave in May, 1855.

Mrs. Perot Arrested for Kid- 
napping Her Daughter. 


UNDER ALIAS WITH A CAPTAIN. 


CHILD WAS TAKEN FROM HER 
GRANDFATHER’S HOME. 


The Mother Is One of the Most Beau- 
tiful Women in the World, but 
the Court Refused Her Cus- 
tody of Her Little One. 


LIVERPOOL, July 27.—On the arrival of 
the Dominion Line steamer Cambroman at 
this port this morning, Sergeant Collins of 
Scotland Yards and Gergeant Bell of 
Liverpool arrested Mrs. William Y. Perot 
of Baltimore on the charge of the abduction 
of her daughter from Baltimore. Mrs, Pe- 
rot was accompanied by a tall, military- 
looking man, and the party had taken pas- 
Sage as Mr. and Mrs. Pierce and daughter. 
They were arrested at the customs depot 
while waiting for the departure of the ex- 
press train for Buston Station. 

‘Pierce’ is Capt. Blood, a brother of Lady 
Colin Campbell. Mrs. Perot did not deny 
her identity. She had not anticipated ar- 
rest and was terrified. The arrest was ef- 
fected quietly, but there was a painful 
scene between mother and daughter when 
they began to fear separation, the child 
weeping bitterly. The police reassured the 
mother for the present. 


The child and mother were taken to the 
police office, but proceeded to Euston Sta- 
tion by a later train. They will appear 
at the Bow Street Station this afternoon. 

Capt. Blood took charge of the luggage 
and accompanied Mrs. Perot to London. 

Mrs. Perot two weeks ago took her child 
from the hcme of her former husband's fa- 
ther in Baltimore. Detectives traced the 
woman and ‘Pierce’ to the port where 
they took passage for England, The ar- 
is made upen complaint of the elder 
Perot.
